Upon arrival 
at Bremen, they were sent on board the N.D.L, 
88 Geraas a temporary measure until the Wille- 
had was ready to receive them. “Bofore leaving 
Germany.a meeting was held, and amongst those 
ipe-sont were the’ Japanese Consul, at Bremen, 
Ar, Max Noessler ; My.

THE CHINESE IN FORMOSA. 


A. long. lecture delivered in Shanghai recontly 
by Mr. Consul Davidson of Formosa included 
the following extract: Tho Chinese population 
may be divided into two classes; tha Hoklo, who ! 
speak, the Amoy dialect and who camo originully: 
from Fokien province, und: the’ Hakka, who 
speak 9. Cantonese dialéct and immigrated 
chiefly from the Kwangtung: province, where 
thoy were practically outcasts, ‘The Hakkas are 
a hardy and warlike raco and predominate in 
tho eavage border districts, where land could be 
obtained for tho taking and where » certain 
freedom from official oppression was ensured: 

Unlike their Hoklo brothron, they ‘are 
generally fearloss, and we thus find them, of all 
Chinese, most willing to undortake tho making 
of camphor in dangerous districts. There are 
afew prosperous Hakka: villages in tho plains ;

They have brought with thom tho customs of 
their homeland to euch a degrea that 9 Chinese 
village in Formosa presents the samo features 
as 6 village in their home province, The houses 
sre of like:materials and are crowded together 
in the same unsanitary way, the narrow ill-smoll- 
ing streets present. the same filth'and are as 
irregular, the street hawkers have the'same call 
and exhibit the same wares, and the People are 
alikein their dross’ and habits.’ Like their 
brothren on the mainland they are industrious 
and - economical, but, pofortunately, unclean 
and superstitions. If ~ they, possess ‘any 
advantages over the .greut...masses of the 
Chinese ‘mainland, it is that the present 
generation are less anti-foreign and more 
liberal: in mavy ways. The parents. of the 
thousands of the Formosan Chinese artived as 
strongors, practically, in a foreign land; they 
doubtleas met with hardships and unfrirndliness 
while obtaining @ foothold, and it is perhaps 
this fact that has. made ‘them look with more 
kindly spirit towards. strangers in yoneral, 
Without a doubt, the. splendid work of the 
missionary bodies in the island, who lived down 
the- disfavour with: which they were at first
